They never 
disputed the right of that republic 
to receive diplomatic representa- 
tives, but when it came to the act 
of sending representatives there, 
they created the greatest difficulties. 
When we have news from Finland 
we will know that the soldiery is ex- 
ercising there a tyranny worse than 
existed in the times of the Cezar.” 

Dr. Von Kuehimann said that con- 
vergations with Poland had been 
earried on by Germany and Austria 
for monthe with seal, but were not 
yet ripe for communication. 

The statements of the Bolsheviki, 
he remarked, “show that these gen- 
tlemen are indulging in another 
policy than that ef concluding an 
open and honorable peace with the 
bourgeois governments of the Cen- 
tral Powers, which are hated like 
polson.” 

The Secretary concluded by de- 
claring that the German govern- 
ment earnestly desired a wise and 
honorable pence.

QUANDERING OF TAX MONEY BY 
MUNICIPAL FADDISTS. 

There is an ancient fable about grasping 
et the shadow and losing the substance, 
which might be perused with profit at this 
time both by the Public Service Commis 
sion and the City Council. Each of these 
bodies has appointed a special representa- 
tive to go to Washington at the city’s ex- 
pense for the purpose of “going over the 
heads” of the local and State branches of 
the Federal Fuel Conservation Board. They 
are going to explain to Dr. Garfield, him- 
self, why it would be an act of patriotic 
duty for the government to seize the prop 
erty of a local electric light and power com- 
pany and turn it over to a competitor to 
operate. Telegrams were sent to Dr. Gar- 
field a week azo by Mayor Woodman ask- 
ing him if he would meet the city’s repre- 
sentatives. No reply has been received, but 
the money bas nevertheless been appro- 
priated and three representatives are leu v 
ine for Washington at the city’s expense, 
without the slightest assurance that they 
will even be granted an audience with the 
Federal Fuel Administrator when they get 
there. 

Tue recommendation of State Fuel Ad- 
ministrator Schwabacher in relation to the 
local bydroelectric situation is one that 
must appeal to all sensible men. His com- 
munication to Chairman Rosetti of the lo- 
cal Fuel Administration Board contains the 
following: 
Il am going to ask you, therefore, to 
place this matter squarely before the 


Public Service Commission of your city. 
Tell them that tf hvdroelectric 


energy is utilized that would otherwise 
go to waste a patriotic constructive 
measure of conservation would be ac 
complished. The same capital that is 
proposed to be used for @uplication of 
distributing systems tn Los Angeles if 
invested in hydro development would 
be an act of conservation that would 
go far towards the alms of me national 
government during the present crisis. 
In his communication Mr. Schwabacher 
states that he has learned from perusal of 
the records of the Rallroad Commission 
that 100,000 barrels of fuel ofl are now be- 
ing consumed monthly in the plants of the 
Southern California Wdison Company to 
provide power to supply the needs of las 
Angeles. He recommends that the city of 
Los Angeles shall cease duplicating exist- 
ing distributing systems and devote its 
whole public service activities to develop- 
ing additional hydroelectric power along 
the Los Angeles aqueduct. A vice-president 


oe the Edison Company has informed the 


local Fuel Administration Board that his 
company te now constiming 2000 barrels of 
fuel ofl daily atgits Long Beach plant and 
that it would 1 take an additional 
electric supply the city enufficient to 
save the whole of that oll, provided the city 
develop the power. Edisoa 


‘Company now has a contract with the city 


for receiving and distributing hydroelectric 
energy developed along the Los Angeles 
aqueduct. 

But the Public Service Commission ts 
more interested in duplicating the existing 
distribution systems than in developing ad- 
ditional hydroelectric power. It hopes to 
turn the present war situation to profit by 
grabbing the distributing system of the Los 
Angeles Gas and Blectric Company. dis 
regarding the fact that this company uses 
natural gas and does not consume 40,000 
barrels of ofl a year at ite Los Angeles 
Plant. It is simply another illustration of 
the purblindness of the municifal owner- 
ship faddists who would carry their point 
though the heavens should fall. They seem 
to be unaware that. while Congress has 
conferred on the President the power to 
take possession of certain properties and 
operate them as a war measure. he has 
not to date made use of that power to seize 
the property of a company aud turn it over 
to a competitor. 


But the squabble assumes a prime inter- 
est for every taxpayer of Los Angeles for 
the reason that it affects the Los Angeles 
aqueduct itself. As we have already ob. 
served, the government has taken over a 
number of properties and is operating them, 
but it has not taken a property from one 
company and given it to another. In this 
era of government operation it is not the 
part of wisdem to involve the aqueduct in 
a public controversy, for the good and suf- 
ficient reason that the government might 
decide to take over the aqueduct, develop 
its full capacity for hydroelectric genera. 
tion and give to Los Angeles only that 
share of the water and power alike which 
government officials might consider our 
due. It has already taken hundreds of 
properties of infinitely less value. 

In their insatiate fanaticism the munict- 
palownership faddists are endangering the 
whole aqueduct system to gain a tactical 
advantage over a private company. If the 
taxpayers of the city desire the distribut- 
ing system of the Los Angeles Gas and 
Electric Company the proper way to secure 
it is through con@emmation and not confis- 
cation. Nut the Public Service Commission 
is very well aware that the taxpayers are 
in no mind to assess on themselves further 
tax burdens at this time. 

The Times has no special interest in the 
controversy among the different companies 
and has no personal axes to grind: but The 
Times is deeply concerned in the waste of 
money which the duplication of distribut- 
ing systems iAvolves. It is continnat ion of 
the wasteful policy of voting bonds and 
frittering the money away on experiments. 
a policy which The Times has strongly con- 
demned for at least two decades. It is 
this policy of heedleas experimentation that 
has piled tates higher and higher untl the 
burden {@ fast becoming greater than the 
thoufands of small property holders can 
bear. If the question were to be put now 
to a vote The Times believes that the tax- 
payers would decide by an overwhelming 
miajority to cease @xpending money for 
useless duplication of distributing systems 
and to devote all the money avaliable to 
developing additional hydroelectric power 
along the aqueduct. That is the one way 
to increase production and to eliminate 
waste. There is no legal barrier to such 
protedure, and the only objection comes 
from the munictpal-ownership faddists who 
care not the taxpayers are hit,

WATER RATES FOR 
TUJUNGA FARMERS. 


The State Rallroad Commission

TIMES DOUBLED.

It was estimated by the Unit- 
ed Statep Treasury Department. 


according to advices received by 
Collector of Interna] Revenue Car- 
ter, yesterday, that nearly ten times 
as many returns must be filed under 
the War Revenue Act for the year 
1917, as were required for the year 
1916, owing to the extension of the 
income tax features of the law to 
smaller personal incomes. 

In order to comply with the ée- 
sire of the government and to as- 
sist persons in the preparation of 
their income tax returns, the banks 
and trust companies of the country 
are arranging to devote still more 
time to that work. They are not 
only collating and publishing the 
law, and also the numerous neces- 
sary regulations and rulings of the 
department, but are furnishing the 
rervices of their expert account- 
ants in the preparation of the re- 
turns of individuals and corpora- 
tions. All this is a convenience to 
the customers of these institutions, 
but it is also along the line of the 
performance of a patriotic duty at 
this time. The preparation of re- 
turns under the new law is in some 
instances more difficult than unger 
the previous law, and such expert 
service is therefore desirable

The sentimentalism of William J. 
Locke began with “The Beloved 
Vagabond,“ which touched and de- 
lighted a million hearts, more or 
less, and he is still“ busy turning 
out at least one big bit of it every 
year.
